OBEY TRAFFIC SIGNS 
FOR SAFETY 


Ignoring traffic signs 
sort of deadly thoughtlessness that 
prompts an occasional hunter to see if 
his gun is loaded by squinting down the 
barrel and snapping the trigger exper- 
imentally. 

That was the blunt warning given 
Mississippi motorist today by, Captain

1-CENT GAS TAX HIKE 
BRINGS IN $4,291,931 

The additional one-cent gasoline tax 
which went into effect in July, 1950, 
has brought in some $4,291,931 during 
the past fiscal year. This was reported 
by Guy McCullen, State Motor Vehicle 
Comptroller. Mr. ‘McCullen stated that 
total gasoline collections for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1951, amounted 
to $30,043,506. This he said was 
based on a 7-cent tax and was a gain of 
$5,786,136 over the previous fiscal year, 
when the six-cent gas tax was in ef- 
fect.
